AN ODDLY-WORDED CIRCULAR, 


What May Be an “Ad” for a Lottery 


Scheme—Podstmaster Sexton’s’ Opinion. 

A suspiciously worded circular was received 
by Tun Trrpunz yesterday through the mails. 
It was inclosed in an unsealed stamped en- 
velope, the postmarks showing that it had 


been mailed at Cleveland, O., and delivered to 


the Chicago letter-carriet directly from the 
night train, thereby escaping examination by 


the Post-Office officials here. The caption of 
the circular reads: A Bold Robbery! Police! 


Police!’ Certain unnamed societies are 
denounced as robber schemes” and ‘then 
follows a reference to the Louisiana Lottery 
as being “‘ respectable beside these societies. 
“This warning is given as a Christmas 
gift and signed Santa Claus.“ 

When the envelope and its contents were 
shown to Postmaster Sexton he said: Really, 
I should say that was an advertisement for 
the lottery. It should not go through the 
mails. This is the first I have seen of the 
circular. I will refer it to Inspector Stuart, 
in whose jurisdiction the matter comes. That’s 
anew way to advertise the concern. It dis- 
plays the ingenuity of the fellows. If the 
circular was mailed in any large number at 
Cieveland the Postmaster sh have exam- 
ined the contents, being second-class matter. 
It is skillfully worded, and it can be questioned 
N it is a lottery advertisement according to 
aw. 

Capt. Stuart said: “This was evidently 
written by some man who is down on these 
swindling benefit and ‘loan’ societies. I 
don’t think there is any advertisement in it 
for the lottery. Still, when you consider it in 
that way it may be, but it’s far-fetched and I 
doubt it because of Tun Tainunn receiving 
one.

A NEW GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 
The proposition to patch up the Government 
Building in this city ought not to be enter 
tained, The structure isa decided failure in 
every respect and cannot be made otherwise. 
Its bad foundation cannot be cured. In con- 
sequence of it the structure has settled so 
much and so unevenly that disrupted sewers 
and broken pipes have become common and 
even raised fears for the safety of the occupants. 
The latest episode is a wholesale disappoint- 
ment of the public by the keeping back of a 
mass of Christmas presents, many of which 
were spoiled by a flood of dirty water. The 
building. is inadequate in room and inappro- 
priate in arrangement. There is not sufficient 
space, a great deal of it deing 
wasted in a needless height of stories, some 
of the ceilings bemg twenty-four feet from

The same altitude of roof might have given 
at least one more story, and the same ground 
area vastly more room. but for the absurd 
thick walls of stone which at once shut out 
the air and the sunlight and impose an un- 
necessary weight on the foundations. The 
whole forms the background of an agr- 
cultural experiment in the growing of 
sickly grass, every blade of which may be 
said to occupy nearly a dollar’s worth of 
ground, the site being the most valuable in 
the city. 
The whole plan of the structure is a mis- 
take. Like all those designed at Washington 
for Government use in the principal cities of 
the country itis modeled after the Grecian 
temple, which was intended not for work but 
for worship. ‘The massive and imposing 
exterior filled the behoider with awe and the 
“dim religious light within was a fitting 
symbol of the mysteries guarded by the 
priests as too sacred for the eyes of the vul- 
gar. It was not wanted that any visitor should 
get more than a glimpse of what was going 
on at or near the altar. He was expected to 
hear and pray. That may have been busi- 
ness in classic times, but not now, and es- 
pecially not in go-ahead Chicago. Build- 
ings are put up here for use, ex- 
cept those designed by a Government 
architect, and the genius of the age is no- 
where more marked than in the improve- 
ments of the last few years in the erection of 
vast structures, every inch of which can be 
put to some use. Massive buildings can now 
without fear of settling be put on steel founda- 
tions that are far stronger and safer while occu- 
pying much less space than the old-fashioned 
dimension stones and piles. The new style of 
building represents the progressiveness of the 
present age, while the Government Building is 
not in keeping with it in the requirement 
either of beauty or utility. It is an antique, 
and the attempt to transact in it properly the 
Federal business of this city and surroundings 
must always be attended with undue hard- 
ships and result in comparative failure. 

The people of Chicago want no temporizing 
with the old structurc, no fixing it up with 
patchwork. They want a new building on 
anew plan and of new material. It should 
cover the whole ground, as it wouid if in the 
hands of a private owner. The land cost 
$2,400,000 nearly twenty years ago, and is now 
estimated to be worth thrice that amount. It 
is too valuable to be devoted to the growing of 
grass or the making of a rendezvous for loafers. 
A building eight or ten stories high on that 
extended area would furnish room for all the 
needs of the Post-Office, Custom-House, and 
Judicrary for many years to fcome, and the 
imevitable growth of the future could be pro- 
vided for by an addition of three or four 
stories without fear of the disgraceful settling 
that bas made the present Post-Office a by- 
word and a laughing-stock among architects 
and others. The use of 1 pillars instead of 
massive stone piers w allow boilers, fuel- 
rooms, veutilating pipes, elevator cylinders, 
and other apparatus to be confined to perhaps 
less than one tenth of the basement area, 
leaving all the rest for the service of the pub- 
lic in mail distribution. Above this there 
should be no deep recesses or embrasures to 
render artificial light necessary in broad day, 
while glazed tiles in the interior of the court 
cleanliness.~In a word, the design should be to 
follow the latest models and adopt modern 
methods in contrast to the old-fashioned idea 
that art required the Government to pat-

Judges Prendergast, McConnell, and Tuthill 
strong arguments were made in favor of in- 
cluding that portion of the Calumet basin 
lying within Cook County in the district.

of the expense of the project. It is not able 


to bear that expense now. 

These facta are well known to the alarmists 
who supply the alleged information to the 
organs of mendacity. But the fellows 
expect that their lies will be swallowed 
by the rural members of the General 
Assembly, and that the operations of 
their legislative agents from Cook Coun- 
ty will thus be facilitated. The chief 
aim of the operations is to obtain control of 
the Drainage Board. The methods by which 
it is sought to accomplish this have been al- 
ready described, It is characteristic of the 
boodlers that they resort to old lines of policy. 
They are afraid of experiments. There was 
never a more demoralizing system than the 
five-members-triennial plan of electing Coun- 
ty Commissioners. It was rotten and pro- 
duced rottenness. After a year’s serv- 
ice some one, perhaps two, of the 
members elected became corrupted by 
their associates. At the end of the 
second year three or four had fallen. Before 
the close of the three-year term perhaps not 
one escaped. And those who were thus cor- 
rupted began to contaminate those who were 
not so long in the public service. The people 
had no chance to change a majority of the 
board at any one election. There was always 
a majority of corruptionists. The same thing 
would be repeated, but in an aggravated form, 
if the schemers’ plan fur reforming the 
Drainage Board was adopted. 

It should be resisted at every step. Itshould 
be shown no quarter. But to insure. its cer- 
tain defeat the majority in the present Drain- 
age Board must act promptly. By that it is 
not meant that the majority should lobby 
against amendments introduced at Spring- 
field. There is a simpler, plainer, and more 
effective method, and that is to com- 
mence work on the main channel 
from Chicago as soon as possible. Gen. 
Newton asserted some time ago that he 
would be able to indicate the route before the 
lst of February. That condemnation pro- 
ceedings for mght of way could be commenced 
soon afterwards, and that unless the “law's 
delay should intervene the work of excava- 
tion could begin about the lst of May at the 
beginning of the contracting season. Let 
Gen. Newton be held to his word. Let Mr: 
Worthen, who is his appointee, begin 
the preparation of his report on 
the subject of the route. To begin real 
work will do more to dissipate the calumnies 
of the eranks and schemers than volumes of 
arguments and interviews, The channel to 
Summit ought to be cut within the next two 
years. That would afford temporary relief, 
as it could be used in connection with the 
Desplaines River to carry off Chicago’s sew- 
age in a sufficiently diluted and innocuous 
state for at least nine months of the year, and 
without damage to any interest. 


STATESMEN, POLITICIANS, AND OFFICE- 
: BROKERS. 

Public men, or those selected by the people 
to perform the public service, may be divided 
into three general classes—statesmen, poli- 
ticians, and practical politicians, or office- 
brokers. Webster defines “ statesman as a 
man versed in the arts of government; espe- 
cially one eminent for political abilities; a 
politician.“ The popular acceptation of the 
term, however, is broader and farther reach- 
ing. It not only includes a man versed in the 
arts of government, which the mere politician 
may be, but a man who serves his country 
from purely unselfish motives and has the 
skill to set in motion great undertakings 
which will be of advantage to the country in 
the future and accurately to forecast their 
effects. This class, it need not be said, is 
rare and growing rarer. 

The second definition given by Webster to 
the word politician comes near to the 
popular idea—namely : “ one who is devoted to 
the advancement of a political party; one 
who dabbles in public affairs, as a mere poli- 
tician.“ Though of late the term has come 
somewhat into reproach, still the politician 
may be of great service to the country, though 
all his acts are determined by the bearing they 
have upon the advantage or disadvantage of 
his party. From the point of view of local, 
State, or even National affairs he may pro- 
mote the public good. He may have the wel- 
fare of the community in view and labor assid- 
uously to bring about reforms and secure 
honest administration. Between such a poli- 
tician and a statesman there is only the differ- 
ence that the latter will rise above party when 
the good of the country demands it, and that 
he sees farther than the politician in estimat- 
ing the operation of causes in their relations 
to the future. 

The term offlce-broker needs no defini- 


tion. It describes itself. A synonym for it is 


“practical politician,” meaning a man who is 
in politics for what there ig in it,“ whether

Resolved, That the Committee on Banking and

„flat money? Will such an outburst of 
shinplasters make them any more anxious to 
put their good money where they never may 
see it again? The moment they saw the Gov- 
ernment presses at work on flat they would 
hold on to their gold, their silver, and any pa- 
per which might be convertible into either of 
those metals. This idea of restormg confi- 
dence by weakening and depreciating the cur- 
rency and by sending a cold shiver down the 
back of every creditor is a novel one, and Mr. 
Blanchard should patent it. 

He does not instruct the Committee on 
Banking and Curreney how this 1,800 millions 
of „flat is to be gotten into circulation. 
Does he propose to Joan it to those individu- 
als whose collaterals do not inspire the bank- 
ers with confidence? If the money sticks in 
the Treasury it cannot fulfill its purpose. 
There must be some way in which it can be 
gotten out and into ‘the pockets of the people 
expeditiously, Perhaps the simplest way to 
do that would be to give to every man, woman, 
and child $30 in nice new flat notes. Then 
the city people would get their just share, and 
the farmers their dug quota.

It would 
disappear from sight as Suddenly as a flock of 
wild pigeons scared by the discharge of a gun. 

Then no doubt Mr. Blanchard would demand 
the issuance of severdl billions more of flat 
to take the place of the good money which had 
left the country, or at ren gone out of circu- 

lation. 

It cannot be said that popular Government 
is an absolute success when it results in send- 
mg to Congress such demagogues or ‘cranks 
as this man Blanchard to legislate for the bus- 
iness interests of thé people. If he and the 
men who are like him were allowed to have 
their way they would wreck the finances and 
industries of this country—no matter how 
flourishing—within a week. 

SEA ROUTE TO SIBERIA. 

A recent issue of the London Times con 
tains the information that a sea route has been 
successfully opened up between England and 
the heart of Siberia. Ocean-going ships now 
leave London, passing east of Norway, north 
of Lapland, and South of Nova Zembla into 
the Kara Sea. Thus far on the journey the 
latitude has been only a little more than 70 
degrees, but the vessel has then to proceed 
another 3 degrees north and to the longitude 
of 81 degrees east from Greenwich, whence 
it voyages 160 miles southward up the estuary 
to Karavul at the mouth of the Yenesei River. 
There the cargo is transferred to boats which 


| take 1 1,500 miles up the Yenesei to Yen 


eseisk, which is only 350 miles ‘from the 
Chinese frontier. ; 

The complete journey between the cides 
of the route is performed inside of ‘three 
months, and the ocean vessels have made 
their double voyage in 84 days, leaving Lon- 
don at the end of July and returning in Octo- 
ber. The principal difficulty has been experi- 
enced in the navigation of the estuary, and 
last year the attempt was not made owing to 
doubts that the water was not of sufficient 
depth, but more recent’ investigations have 
demonstrated the existence of a channel the 
entire length with water deep enough for 
vessels of any draught. The ice in the Kara 
Sea is said not to present any serious obstacle. 
The way has been blocked only once in the 
fifteen voyages made by Capt. Wiggins 
between 1874 and 1889, and on that occa- 
sion he was prevented from sailing till too 
late in the year. It is found necessary 
that Siberian bound vessels should sail from 
British ports not later than the first week in 
August in order to reach the mouth of the 
Yenesei in time to make the homeward voy- 
age the same season, but when this precaution 
is observed the Kara Sea need be no bugbear 
to navigators. The estuary of the’ Yenesei is 
broad and studded with islands, and is swept 
by northeast gales, so that river craft dare not 
brave it, but the steam tag rises superior to

MONEY I8 NOT SCARCE. 

There is now little talk of financial strin- 
gency except as a thing of the past. Money 
is quoted easier on the street in this city and 
is decidedly 30 in New York. The men who 
wish to borrow on collateral experience no 
more difficulty than usual, about the only point 
of difference between them and those who 
have capital to loan being as to the amount it 
In mer- 
cantile and manufacturing circles there is 
no tightness of money and no occasion for it. 
The volume of business is a large one, and 
merchants generally - report collections as 
“easy”? to make, indicating that the retailer 
finds a ready market for his wares and that 
money is not scarce among those who patron- 
ize him, 

Everything now points to the conclusion 
that rates for the use of money will decline 


immediately after the holidays because of a | 


relative abundance of the article. The only 
condition adverse to it is a lingering fear in 
the mindz of some that the folks at Washing- 
ton will esteem it their duty to tinker with 
the finances of the country this winter. If 
that fear were removed all would be plain 
sailing. The best thing that Congress could 
do to make the situation a really easy one 
would be to resolve to do nothing at all this 
winter authorizing either the coinage of silver 
or the printing of paper money. There is 
enough of both for all the legitimate business 
and speculative wants of the country, and to 
agitate the question of a large imcrease of 
either would simply cause the relocking up of 
a great deal of whatis now in existence but 
was temporarily retired from circulation by 
holders who did not care to part with it amid 
the prevailing uncertainty in regard to the 
future. The fact that a decidedly easier feel- 
ing immediately followed the announcement 
that the Senate committee was opposed to 
further inflation points strongly to this con- 
clusion, It is probable that but for such ac- 
tion the money market would still be quoted 
as tight as it was at the close of last month, 
The stringency of the recent past was not 
due to 4 lack of money, but the timidity of 
capital, which is always sensitive, and with- 
draws as far as pogsibie from activity at the 
first premonition of danger. The holder of 
an accumulation which is greater than his 
own needs calls for is always glad to lend it on 
interest when he has what he believes to be 
reasonable assurance of safety in doing so. 
But he would far rather forego the earning 
power for awhile than to jeopardize the prin- 
cipal, the loss of which would mean no earn- 


-ings in the shape of interest in the future. 


That is why so much money is withdrawn 
from active circulation in times like those of 
last month and stays out till the danger is sup- 
posed to be over. Also that fact shows how the 
issue of more money that is worth holding 
cannot cure such an evil, as those who can get 
it in their possession retain it just as closely 
as they did the old and do not let go till the 
excitement is past. The surplus money that 
was locked up about the time of the Barings 
failure, because of fears that the panic would 
extend to this country, is now coming out of 
its hiding places and may be trusted to stay 
out unless in the event of another scare, such 
as would be caused by an idea that gold and 
gold certificates would rise to a premium on 
account of free silver coinage or the issue of a 
vast mass of paper currency for which no im- 
mediate redemption was provided. The 
would-be currency tinkers should take the hint 
and be content to let well alone. 


DAN VOORHEES’ DREADFUL DISCOVERY. 

Senator Dan Voorhees has made a dreadful 
discovery and devoted more than half of his 
speech against the force bill to the narration 
of its horrible details. It has been a chronic 
habit of the Democrats to discover schemes 
ofthe Republican party which either never 
have been nothing but mares’ nests, or, if ever 
they had an existence, failed to materialize. 
The scheme which Voorhees has unearthed, 
and which is creating the most lurid indigna- 
tion in the Democratic mind, if it had an ex- 
istence, failed to materialize. If it had ma- 
terialized, however, it would have violated 
no law, while it would have secured the rights 
of citizenship to thousands who are denied 
those rights, More than this, if the force bill 
were enacted and it could be enforced, the al- 
leged scheme never would have been 
thought of, as the disfranchised voters would 
have all their rights. The stump speech in 
the belly of Voorhees’ address against the 
force bill therefore is an argument for the 
necessity of such a bill. 

The scheme unearthed by Voorhees is 
an alleged conspiracy between the leaders of 
the Republican party and a man in North 
Carolina to colonize negroes from that State 
in Indiana, West. Virginia, and Connecticut, 
and have them: there long enough to become 
legal voters in 1892. A bureau was to have 
been opened in that State, and about 17,000 
negroes were to have been induced to go 
to the other three States named above. 
This is the substance of Voorhees’ dreadful 
discovery. Ifit ever existed it was abandoned 
long ago as impracticable. It could have 
been for no other reason, as it was not illegal, 
and no violation of law would have occurred 
if the whole 17,000 had come North, qualified 
themselves by the proper length of residence, 
and for once had the privilege of voting with- 
out interference, besides the luxury of enjoy- 
ing other rights of citizenship from which they 
are debarred because they are Republicans. 
But as a matter of practical politics’ it 
may be admitted that any such scheme of 
colonization would surely eost the party that 
tried it the Electoral votes of several States, 

If there were such a scheme as Voorhees 
charges it is a pity it oould not have been tried 
in his own State by way of experiment. It 
would have been an odd experience for the 
colored race or that fragment of it in- 
cluded in the exodus. Their rights would 
have been precisely the same as the 
rights of any considerable number of white 
men moving into one of the hew States and 
qualifying themselves as legal voters. They 
would have had infinitely more rights than 
the multitude of aliens who were voted by the 
Democratic bosses in Indiana without legal 
qualification. A colonization of this kind is 


pending, as has been done in Indiana, Ohio, 
and other Northern border States by the Dem-

The old method of treatment was blodd- 
letting, and some pbysicians resort to that 
now where the patient is plethoric. Some be- 
lieve that the attack can be rendered harmless 
by a dose of from forty to sixty grains of 
quinine. 

The course of treatment commonly em- 
ployed is to give quinine, antipyrine, aconite, 
— ant ifebrines iu the first stage, with expec- 
torants and flaxseed poultices as hot as they 
can be borne applied every twenty minutes. 
In the second stage the object is to support the 
action of the heart, and milk punch or some 
other stimulant is given. Digitalis is also pre- 

ibed, and this treatment is continued 
with the third stage and up to convales- 
cence of the fatal issue. Death comes when 
the lungs become consolidated so that the 
blood can not pass through them and cannot 
become oxygenated, and is due to heart fail- 
ure. Some physicians have lately used oxygen 
to aid the oxygenating function of the 
ion and in Germany patients have been car- 
Fed into the open air. In one of the German 
itals a ward is being prepared specially 
for the treatment of patients suffering 
pneumonia, the preparation in- 
construction * of ma- 
chinery for pumping cold air over the 
heads of the patients. At some of the hos- 
eg in this country cases have been success- 
ully treated in tents.

New York Tribune: “Fashionable society 

is governed by implied laws so well under-

analysis of society’s existing conditions. Mr. 
McAllister in his own house is extremely 
genial in his manner, and he talked freely 
and without restraint when the subject was 
mentioned. 

It is true, said he, that society is not 
com exclusively of what are known as 
fashionable people, but whether fashionable 
or not they all observe the implied forms 
adopted by society in general. * A it 
may be said, consists of two classes, deci y 
harmonious in every way, but definitely sep- 
arate.- One of these is the fashionable or 

smart set, which really creates the forms and 
usagés adopted by all, and the other is com- 
posed of the older and more staid families, 
which recognize the functions of the smart 
set and sti Ss in their own ways of enter- 
taining and ing entertained, with the fam 
ily forms modified by more newly established 
customs. These might be called society’s 
liberal and conservative divisions, but it must 
be understood that a spirit of harmony be- 
tween them prevails at all times. in con- 
nection with this it ought to be said that 
there are subdivisions as well, although nat-

SPANISH DANCING GIRLS. 


The Fandago as the Countess de Otero In- 
terprets It. 

Countess Carolina de Otero: Spain is a na- 
tion of dancers. All Spaniards, it may be 
said, are born dancing, and there would seem 
to be no need for apologizing for them on that 
account. 

Asarule they are good dancers, because 
what we love to do we generally do well. The 
proverb tells us that: ‘‘A pair of light shoes 
is not ali that is needed for dancing,“ and I 
have found it to be true. The fandango is the 
oldest national dance of Spain, especially in 
the district of. Andalusia. This dance inter- 
preta what may be called a passionate love 
song. The opening isa mild bit of music. It 
is danced in couples in what is called three- 
fourtime. The musical accompaniment is a 
guitar and atambourine, and castanets are 
used to keep time. It is a wildly voluptuous 
and exciting darice, and it seems to be appre- 
ciated by New York audiences, if I can judge 
from their applause. 

In the fan as I dance it the movements 
are designed to interpret Jove-making between 
a couple, There are coy glances on the part 
of the woman and smiles from the man, ad- 
vances and retreats, feminine coquetries and 
masculine supplication, and the eventual tri- 
umph of the man. 

Such a dance affords large scope for intelli- 

nt pantomime and romantic acting. The 

os extemporaneous character of this dance 
has ed to abuses at times, and in Spain the 
Church has sought to suppress it.

The oldest 
warriors, aged and unfit for further active cam- 
igns, then draw lots as to which will sacri- 
ce his blood and be a martyr for the new 
campaign. one who draws the straw 
with a spot of black paint in the center then 
stabs himself in several places in the presence 
of the tribe. As he falls the bl hes 
from his wounds. Into this blood each war- 
rior dips his finger, emitting unearthly war- 
whoops as they do so. This is equivalent to an 
oath that they swear by the blood of their sac- 
rificed comrade to be true to the commands of 
their chiefs and fight to the last. 

The Bannocks at Ross Fork Agency are 
the best dressed Indians in the coun- 
try. They are the dudes of the Nation in that 
respect. Ordinarily an Indian is slovenly 
dirty, and indifferent in his dress. The Ban- 
nocks of Idaho, however, take good care of 
their blankets, and have more pride that the 
usual run of redskins. They are great travel- 
ers also. They enjoy the privilege of free 
transportation. on all the Union Pacific 
trains, provided they ride on freight cars 
or the blind ace, They are 80 well 
behaved that the Indian agent allows thém 
leave of absence whenever they wish to go.“

Consuls and 
Nests at the Expense of the United 
the Law Allows—How the. Scheme Was 


’ Worked — Many Officials Said to Be

% Consular certificates in blank, signed by 
the Consuls and consular agents, have been 
sold for a nominal sum for the use of export- 
ers in making false returns of value on goods 
sent to the United States. The evidence is 
not complete as yet as to the percentages al- 
lowed by exporters for the privileges of under- 
valuation, but enough is known to show that 
a systematic scheme of petty swindJing has 
been carried on by means of the consular cer- 
tificates. The law regulating fees authorizes 
consular agents who receive no stated salary 
to reserve from the fees received a certain 
sum, usually about $1,000, as their compensa- 
tion. The Consuls also receive a certain pro- 
portion of the fees received by the consular 


agents in their districts, They reserve for- 


themselves no part of the fées received for 
official duties at their own offices, because 
they are paid by salary. 

How the Thing Is Worked, 


“A number of the Consuls, including sev- | 


eral whose names are quite well known, were 
quick to appreciate the point that there was 
more money for them in having exports pre- 
sented for certification at the consular agen- 
cies in the outlying towns than at the consu- 
late itself. y accordingly made terms 
with the exporter, by which the latter, in vio- 
lation of law, carried goods from right under 
the nose of the Consuls before om they 
should have been certified to smaller towns 
where consular agents were on duty. 
These consular nts were in the b pee’ and 

romptly acce the certificates ich they 

ad been furnished in blauk, and 
filled out with false and i nt values. 
These certificates recite that the exporter ap- 
pears personally before the Consul or con- 
sular — and makes oath to the correctness 
of the facts set forth. The very nature of the 
certificate precludes their being signed in ad- 
vance without palpable and intentional fraud. 
They have been distributed, however, in great 
numbers, and the autographs of certain con- 
sular officers upon these damning ments 
re soon be in the possession of Secretary 


laine. : 

Laxity of the Officials. 

“The question virtually arises why a sys- 
tematic scheme of undervaluation has not 
been arrested by the vigilance of appraisers 
and Collectors of Customs on the frontier and 
the ports of arrival of goods imported into the 
United States. The investigation, so far as it 
has gone, seems to show extreme laxity on the 
part of many of the customs officers, even if 
not collusion with the criminals in 
Canada. A consular certificate has beer? 
with many of these officers conclusive

or no effort to examine the goods themselves 
and compare the facts with the representa- 
tions made upon the certificates. 

“The estimate of $1,000,000 as the 
aggregate of the loss to the Govern- 
ment is nothing more than an estimate. 
Further investigation may show that 
the loss is many times that and that there 
are even more guilty parties than have yet 
been discovered. The accounts of a number 
of Consuls in Canada are now held up at the 
Treasury Department to await the results of 
the investigation and some of the gentry, if 
they ever sign a receipt for the salary which 
they now claim to be due them, will have to 
sign it in blank.”

CAN HYDE PARK FORBID SALOONS ¢ 


Legality of the Prohibitory Law Now Under 
Judge McConnell’s Advisement. 

Judge McConnell yesterday took under ad- 
visement the mandamus suit of Michael Mor- 
rison against the Mayor for a saloon license in 
the prohibition district of Hyde Park.

Senator Dolph's Courage.

The Senator has 
the solemn manner of a prophet. He is tail 
broad-shouldered, and is nearly always dressed 
in a dark frock suit. He has a broad, high 
forehead, clear gray eyes, a straight nose, 
while the lower part of his face is hidden by a 
long gray beard. He has a deep, penetrating 
voice. hen he first came to the Senate he 
was not highly regarded as an intellect- 
val force. The reason for this is curious. 
A public man gave me the other day the ex- 
planation. He said that there was a prejudice 
among men of intellect against men with 
long beards and deep voices. A long beard 
especially has been regarded as a badge of in- 
ferior intellectual qualities. This rule has 
been very well borne out in the history of the 
Senate. Some of the feeblest minds there 
have been those of men who displayed patri- 
archal beards. But in the recent debates of 
the last year Senator Dolph has conquered 
this prejudice so faras he himself is con- 
— and takes rank today as among the 
rising ones of the Senatorial junior class. 

Mrs. Chandler’s Handsome House, 


The handsomest house now being construct- 
ed in Washington is that of Mrs. Chandler, 
the widow of Zachariah Chandler. It is on 
Sixteenth street. It uw one of the largest 
houses in the city. It is m the Italian style. 
Its outer color is a pinkish yellow. The trim- 
mings on the walls are in bricks. The color is 
accentuated by trimmungs of grayish yellow 
stone. Its dimensions are those of a 
rather than of a private It is one of 
the lot of finest houses that have yet been con- 
structed upon Sixteenth street. Since rich 
and artistic people have taken to building 
along the street, which has the White House at 
its head, some of its occupants have become 
ambitious to change the name of the street to 
Executive avenue. A petition is now being 
circulated to this effect. Mrs. Chandler in- 
tends to make Washington her winter home. 
The house, I understand, is a result of plans 
and 4 —— made by her daughter, the 
wife o nator Eugene Hale of Ma. 10. 

There have been from time to time a num- 
ber of plans for the improvement of the White 
House. There is general dissatisfaction in 
Congress at the existing order of things, and 
if the two committees in Congress in charge 
of public buildings and grounds could 
upon what is best to be done work would be 

at once upon a private house for the 
President, so that there would be no need for 
the White House being so overcrowded. Sen- 
ator Morrill has approved for a long time a 
plan to build a duplicate White House just 
south of the present structure for the pri- 
vate use of the President and his fam- 
ily. He wishes to have the two connected 
by a covered way. The objection to this is 
that the construction of a building just south 
of the White House would destroy entirely the 
magnificent view south of the present offices 
of the President and would make a break in 
the 1 lines of the landscape between 
the White House and the Potomac. Mr. Hal- 
ford, the President's private secretary, thinks 
that the best plan would be to take away the 
conservatory at the left of the White Honse 
and build there a duplicate of the present 
house if need be or one that should be in har- 
mony with the present buildings. Then the 
present White House could be used for the 
offices alone, for public receptions, and the 
second for the private use of the President.. 
Mr. Halford says that the second house should 
also contain quarters for the private secretary 
and his family. The private secretary should 
always be in a 8 where he could spare 
the President from needless drafts upon his 
Owing to the difference of time in 
various ot the country dispatches come 
to the White House at all hours of the night 
and sometimes demand immediate attention. 
Where these dispatches are sent away to a pri- 
vate house where the secretary lodges there is 
often great delay. During the war private 
secretaries of necessity lived in the White 


House. * 
Work on the New Library.

The bulk of its vast treasures 
of art and learning are hidden in dark alcoves 
orelse actually buried onder the mass which 
is constantly pouring into this library.

A 
further deduction of 2 francs for the society 
of mutual succor is made monthly from the 
wages of those employed in the Bois de 
Boulogne and in the Bois de Vincennes. 

The implements used are of two sorts, ac- 
cording to the sex of workers and place of 
combat. Women sweepers handle the ordi- 
nary birch broom, or what is known as the 
“piazzava,”’ made of a sort of vegetable hair of 
great suppleness and much resistance. Road- 
scrapers are given to men, also larger brooms 
with which to push the water and mud toward 
the sewer openings, and experienced drivers 
are supplied with sweeping machines. ese 
scrapers and brooms are worth describing, 
particularly those used along the gutters 
andon the bitumen and wooden pavements. 
They have india-rubber bands. This produces 
perfect adherence, and there is no space be- 
tween implement and ground that is to be 
cleaned, so that water and mud are easily 
pushed into the sewer. Mechanical sweepers 
area cleaning machine of rather recent in- 
vention, and they are endowed with great 
power. They are built on a vehicle with two 
wheels, behind which is the sweeping appa- 
ratus, formed of a roller armed with piazzava 
bristles; it is six feet long and inclined so as 
to throw the mud to one side always. Thanks 
to the screw-like arrangements of this roller 
the mud colleeted at one extremity is rojected 
on to the roadway, where it forms a heap. 

This heap is taken back again by a second 
passage of the machine and thrown succes- 
sively to a distance of four and a half feet at 
each passage until they are brought to the 

of the gutter. A good sweeping ma- 
chine costs about $200; it sweeps 5,000 super- 
ficial meters per hour and does the work of 
ten men. 

The annual appropriation for this cleaning 
and sprinkling, as well as 0 * away 
of snow and ice, is close to 6,815,000 francs. 
The sweeping service calls for a total of 5,750,- 
000 and the sprinkling department takes the 
rest, rather high The city raises its 
share of this fund by a sweeping tax im- 
posed on house-owners. By the terms 
of the law the tariff of this tax has to be re- 
vised every five years, The last revised tariff 


was applied in 1889, and it will remain, in 


force until 1893. It 3 2,956,000 francs, 
to which must be added the amounts owed by 
the State and the Seine Department as their 
share of the cost of sweeping. The house- 
owner tax is 14 cents, 10 cents, and 4 cents, 
according to circumstances. Some only pay 
4 centimes, less than a cent, for each — 
ficiai meter of land, the maintenance of which 


is encumbent. As for the sprinkling, that- 


costs 1,000,000 francs annually, the amount be- 
ing made up as follows: Carts, 500,000 francs; 
wanes, 300,000; purchase of material, etc., 
150,000; sundry expenses, 50,000. 


THE ORIGIN OF “ HAIL COLUMBIA.” 


It Was Written for and First Sung at a 
Benefit for an Impecunious Actor.

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POWERS OF THE DRAINAGE TRUSTEES 
LIMITED BY LAW. | 


Real-Estate Men—Work on the Chan 
to Be Commenced as Soon as Possible— 
What the Engineer Says. 

An attempt is being made by certain Dem- 
ocratic organs to influence the Legislature in 
the .interest of politicians to create more 
offices to fill by increasing the membersbip of 
the Drainage Board to fifteen, on the plan of 
annual rotation, five trustees to be elected 
each year for three years. These partisans 
wish other changes of the law under which 
the Drainage Commission is at present op- 


With this end in view it is attempted to dis- 
credit the present Commissioners and charge 
them with improper purposes and with 
managing their i 

speculators. It 


is stated that the board intends to 
divert the main channel of the waterway from 
the Chirago River to the Calumet in order to 
drain the Calumet basin and make the swamp- 
lands in that region habitable and valuable. 

The transparent object of such a story was 
at once seen by Commissioner Hotz, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Engineering, when 
he was asked yesterday as to the truth of the 
above statements. 


The yarn is gotten up for the purpose of 


influencing people against us and in favor of 
amendments to the law under which we are 
working. There is not the least foundation 
for any such stories. They are absurd. How 
could we benefit any particular section even 
if we wanted? The lawis explicit on that 
point. It tells what we must do. The law 
says we must dig a channel to drain this dis- 
trict from the Chicago River to somewhere on 
the Desplaines, called the upper basin. We 
cannot take any other route even if we thought 
it advisable. The law cven prescribes the size 
of the ditch and the amount of water that it 
shall contain. 
Must Obey the Law. 

“The object of constructing this ditch is to 
drain the country comprised within the 
boundaries of the Sanitary District, con- 
tinued Mr. Hotz. The boundaries were de- 
termined according to law by Judges McCon- 
nell, Tuthill, and the then Judge Prendergast ; 
the southern limit was fixed at Eighty-seventh 
street, thus expressly leaving out the Calumet 
basin, which these people say we intend to 
drain for somebody’s benefit. 

„We would have to go outside the limits of 
the Sanitary District if we wanted to construct 
the channel as they say. ‘he district has been 
decided on by a vote of the people which we 
could not set aside. 

„We would not even have the right to 
change the system of getting rid of the sew- 
age. Suppose I thought it was a wrong sys- 
tem of disposing of the Chicago sewage? That 
would not be of any consequence. e have 
to do the work as the law determined. Our 
engineers will act in the same direction. 

I don’t know whether we would be allowed 
to dig a channel outside of the Chicago River 
in order to feed the main canal in case the 
large anes 


Chicago River were not 
to water requ 

by it seems to me 
all the water we may send down the canal 
from Lake Michigan should go through the 
the Chicago River or its branches. The object 
of sending down so much water is to dilute 
the sewage. at can be done only by water 
through the Chicago River. If we got the 
water from another source it would not come 
in contact with the sewage till after it had left 
the city, or perhaps the Sanitary District, and 
the main object of dilution would be defeated.

Engineer Worthen Talks. 

Engineer Worthen said: “I hope to be 
able to report a week from next Saturday.

T have paid no attention to any such 
schemes as that one about the Calumet region. 
The law decides on certain things and the 
surface decides certain other things.

THE LONG TRIP OF A BOTTLE, 


Thrown from a Cunarder, It Travels 6,300 
Miles in Three Tears. 

New York Times: Particular attention has 
for several years been paid to the subject of 
ocean currents, and various devices have been 
employed for ascertaining the set and drift of 


lish. Currents of 


the great rivers of the ocean. The late Prince 


of Monaco was especially interested in the 
matter, and had a special kind of bottle pre- 
pared to be used by vessels all over the world 
where current observations were re- 
quired. The hydrographic office in this 
country has made strenuous. efforts 
to obtain information in relation to ocean cur- 
rents, and its bottle- papers are well-known 
features of the outfit of the transatlantic 
steamers. Of the many excellent results—and 
some of them have been extremely satisfac- 
tory—obtained by these various meth it is 
extremely doubtful if-any of the “ official 
bottles ever took a longer oa 3 than one 
recently picked up on Ambe ey, a small 
island in the Caribbean Sea, close to the coast 
of Yucatan. 

A bark that recently returned from the 
tropics brought a flat bottle of about half a 

int capacity, picked up on the beach on the 

8th of last month. In this bottle was a small 

ar piece of paper somewhat stained 

and very much crumpled, on which was 
written in pencil: 

“This bottle was thrown from the S. 8. 
Cephalonia of the Cunard Line on the Mth of 
November, 1887, by W. C. Lippard, about 400 
miles from Boston, Anybody finding this 
will please send it to the Boston newspa- 
pers. 

The records show that the Cephalonia on 
her voyage from Liverpool reac Boston 
Nov. 26, two days after the bottle was thrown 
overboard. In the three years’ voyage that 
the little bottle took it traveled. about 6,300 
miles, as far as can be estimated, and, judging 
from what is known of ocean cur- 
rents, it would not have been possible for it 
to havé floated down the coast, around the 
southern part of Florida, through the 

ulf of Mexico, and so on by the 
west end of Cuba to the Yucatan coast. The 
currents are not favorable to that course, so 
that the only route left is to make the circuit 
of the Atlantic and follow the streams as they 
run east toward the Azores, then taking a turn 
to the-southward, and when some 1,200 miles 
south of our latitude and in about 25° or 30° 
west longitude making another turn to the 
west and south. rom this point the 
course would be inclined toward. the 
northern coast of South America and 
would follow that coast until the Central 
American coast was reac where it 
would turn to the north and cross to Yucatan. 
Instead of going quite as far south as 
South American coast its journey could be 
shortened by branching off and passing be- 
tween Cuba and Hayti, and so north of Jamaica 
to the Yucatan coast. 

It would be of great interest if the mystery 
of the bottle's course could be solved and the 
whys and wherefors for selecting the course 
followed could be known. The speed made 
was not far from an average of six miles per 
day, which, although not that of the ocean grey- 
hound, enabled it to “ get there all the same. 


STANLEY NOT ALONE IN HIS GLORY. 


Sixteen Explorers Have Crossed the Dark 
Continent, 

New Tork Sun: Africa has been crossed by 
explorers sixteen times. The first journey, 
from Angola to Yete, was made in 1892-1811 
by Horatio da Costa, a Portuguese. Francesco 
F. Coimbra went from Mozambique to Ben- 
guela in 1888-48. and Silva Porta from Ben- 
guela to the mouth of the Rovumay in 1853-’56. 
Livingstone left San Paulo de Loando in 1854 
and reached Quilimane in 1856. The fifth 
crossing was accomplished by Gerhard Rolf, 
who in 1865 and 1866 traveled from Tripoli to 
the Gulf of Guinea, near the mouth of the 
Niger. Lieut. Cameron, twenty years after 
Livingstone, did the sixth trip between Baga- 
moyo and Benguela. Then came Stanley 
are from amoyo to the mouth of the 

ongo; Serpa Pinto (187779), from Benguela 
to Port Natal; the Italians Mattenci and Mas- 
sari wl from Suakim to the mouth of 
the Niger. rom 1882 to 1884 Wisemann 
went from San Paulo de Loandato Sadaani, 
on the Zanzibar coast, and Arnat, a Scotch 
missionary, went from Port Natal to Benguela. 
The twelfth cr was made in 1884-’85 b 
Capello and Ivans, Portuguese; the thirteent 
in 1885-’86 by the Swedish Lieutenant, Gleerup, 
who passed but six months in reac Baga- 
moyo from Stanley’s Falls, on the Lower 
Congo. The Austrian, Oscar Lenz, went from 
the mouth of the Congo to Quilimane in 1885- 
87. The fifteenth crossing was Stanley’s last 
one. The sixteenth was by the French Ca 
Trivier, who took two years togo from Angola 
to Mozambique. Besides these sixteen suc- 
cessful crossings, there are on record many 
trips of exploration that were cut short on the 
Dark Continent by the tremendous natural 
difficulties.
